Dear Mr. Crawford: 

I am counsel for Jim Matheson' s congressional campaign. I write with regard to an 
advertisement produced by the National Republican Congressional Committee (NRCC). 
The text of the advertisement is attached. 

This advertisement creates inferences that are misleading to viewers. For the sake 
of both FCC licensing requirements and the public interest, your station should immediately 
refuse to continue to air this advertisement. 

Specifically, toward the end of the advertisement, Congressman Matheson* s image 

is put on screen with the text "Obamacare. Bailouts." The placement of Congressman 
Matheson' s image on screen in conjunction with those words, when viewed in the context 
of the entire advertisement, erroneously implies that the Congressman supported 
"Obamacare" and "bailouts," when his record shows that he, in fact, voted against both the 

Affordable Care Act, "Obamacare; 5 * and the TARP and auto "bailouts/^ 3 

In fact, Congressman Matheson' s opposition to the "Obamacare" legislation 4 * 5 » 6 » 7 
and "bailout" legislation 8 ' 9 > 10 > 11 has been well documented in the press. Further,

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Congressman Matheson has paid for advertising on this very station where he explicitly stated that 
he "voted against Obamacare, against the Obama budget and against all the bailouts." 

Unlike federal candidates, independent political organizations do not have a "right 
to command the use of broadcast facilities." See CBS v. DNC, 412 U.S. 94, 113 (1973). 
Because you need not air this advertisement, your station bears responsibility for its content 
when you do grant access. See Felix v. Westinghouse Radio Stations, 186 F.2d 1, 6 (3rd 
Cir.), cert denied, 314 U.S. 909 (1950). 

Moreover, your station has a duty "to protect the public from false, misleading or 
deceptive advertising." Licensee Responsibility With Respect to the Broadcast of False, 
Misleading or Deceptive Advertising, 74 F.C.C.2d 623 (1961). Failure to prevent the airing 
of "false and misleading advertising" may be "probative of an underlying abdication of 
licensee responsibility" that can be cause for the loss of a station's license. Cosmopolitan 
Broad. Corp. v. FCC, 581 F.2d 917, 927 (D.C Cir. 1978). 

This advertisement is misleading and deceptive due to the inference it creates. We 
ask that you refuse to continue to air this advertisement.
